without a tingle death. The inspect- 
ors of the board of health reported 
that most of the casea that had come 
•nder their observation were progress- 
tog moat favorably. 
There are only 


two cases which give the attending 
physicians aay reason for alarm. 


Some new places of infection are in- 


cluded in UIPSP cases, but it is slated 
that each one of the patients is doing 
well and there is no immediate danger 
of a fatal termination in any of these 
cases.

on duty at the war department were 
greatly shacked at a report made to 
the department by the Pullman com-

R. G. Hill, Twentieth infantry, who 
was attached to the military informa-

The officer killed himseif while suf- 


fering from an attack of hydrophobia, 
or from

Lieutenant Hill had been on leave for 
about six -weeks, and started from Buf- 
falo on his return to Washington. The 
porter on the Pullman in which he 
was seated

were erratic. However, he eluded his

floor a large pool of blood and a knife.

were being quoted daily for f 5 per pas- 
senger and that that figure was being 
made over the strong lines.

people that with all of their shrewd- 
ness somebody bas gene them one bet- 
ter and not only hoodwinked tberf, bnt 
has cut into the revenue of fbe roads 
regardless cf the big associations org;m- 
ized and maintained to prevent just 
such tricks. 


Any one who wants to get to Xi^w 


York while the present ?.j rate is [ic- 
ing quoted would be foolish to go to a 
city passenger office and pay out $20 
for the privilege, especially as along 
with the (5 rate goes a car, only one 
passenger being allowed to a cur on this 
route. While the trains 011 which this 
cheap rate is available do not leave 
from the union depots, and it is neces- 
sary for passengers to embark at the 
Union stockyards, that little inconven- 
ience is offset by the saving of f 15. 


The new way of getting to New York 


for a f5 bill is probably not known to 
a dozen railroad officials in Chicago. It 
can properly be termed " the hog route," 
as the passengers who go by it travel 
with hogs and are waybilled as hogs. 
Somewhere about the yards is a mail 
who acts as general passenger agent of 
"the hog route." 


One day recently a broken down, dis- 


sipated young fellow, who not more 
than two years ago held a good position 
in a railroad office in Chicago, got a 
yearning for his home "down east." 
He had not a cent, and none of his eld 
friends would fix him out with trans- 
portation. Finally, in some manner, he 
got knowledge of "the hog route" and, 
succeeding in getting au old chum to 
once more lend him a five, bo moved off 
to the yards, and it was his departure 
by this route that furnished the ma- 
terial for this tale. 


Arriving at the stockyards and bunt- j 


ing up tho man who is inuknip money 
off this scheme, he took the fellow to a 
train of hogs about to pnll out for the 
east, opened tho door of cue of the cars, 
after getting possession of the man's $5, 
told him to pet in and then locked him 
iu with tho rest of the hogs.

A PAINFUL PREDICAMENT.

'Well, I would hardly be willing 


to &ay," responded thik j'hj sifiaii to 
an mquirj made by one of a group 
of listeners, "that a man who com- 
mitted suicide was insane, for I 
know several peisons who were nev 
er suspected of insanity before the 
act, iior have they been since, who, 
to my certain knowledge, nave at 
tempted suicide. One or two cases 
have been public and have got into 
the newspapers, but the great ma 
jority of them are professional ee 
cretB, and no one will ever know of 
them except those few who know 
now. That's one of the responsibili- 
ties that a physician takes upon 
himself. 


"I recall one instance where I 


saved a man from committing sui- 
cide, and, though he never showed 
the slightest symptom of it after- 
ward, I am positive he was cra2y as 
a loon at the time of the attempt It 
happened about six years ago in a 
western city, in a hotel where I was 
the resident physician. I had met 
the man in the evening after dinner 
and had played a game of chees with 
him in bis apartments, the finest 
suit in the house. He had arrived 
at tbe hotel the day before alone 
and had asked for the best rooms, 
paying for them in advance. Then 
he had asked for the bouse physi- 
cian, and as one result of oar ac- 
quaintance we were playing this 
game of chess. We had had one or 
two mild drinks during the evening, 
and after the game was finished he 
turned tbe talk upon suicide, having 
some very interesting and peculiar 
•ideas on tbe subject, chief of which 
was his utter aversion to self mur- 
der under any circumstances what- 
ever. He was so firm in bis opposi- 
tion that he almost lost his temper 
when I ventured the assertion that 
suicide might be almost justifiable. 


"In the midst of this conversation 


he suddenly went into tbe adjoining 
room and returned with two revolv- 
ers, which he laid down on the ta- 
ble between us. I didn't understand 
what they were for and asked him. 


" 'Well,' he answered in the cool- 


est kind of fashion, 'the time has 
come for me to die, and you have 
got to kill me My soul would be 
damned forever if I did it myself, 
bat if you do it my blood will not be 
on my own hands. There are two 
revolveis. 
Yon take tnis one'— 


handing me one—'and I'll take the 
other. As you see, they are both 
loaded and in perfect condition 
If 


you do not shoot me within a mm 
ute, I shall shoot you.' 


"He took out his watch, and, 


standing fa ve ot six feet from me, he 
counted the ticks and aimed bis gun 
directly at my bead. I saw by his 
eye that he was crazy and that I 
would have to obey him or pay the 
penalty of disobedience with my life, 
and still I did not want to shoot a 
man, however I might be justified 
in U. With this thought I lifted tbe 
revolver, and, taking careful aim, 
he watching me narrowlj, I drew 
the gun square down upon his foie- 
head, and just as I was about to pull 
the trigger I threw it to one side and 
shot for his pistol arm. 
My inten- 


tion was good, but I was excited, 
and my sbot only cut through tbe 
flesh without disabling bun, and be- 
fore I had time to move be bad fired 
at my heart A case of instruments 
in my vest pocket saved me, and 
the next shot I fired was more to 
the purpose, and my host was dead 
without having committed suicide 


"I tola tbe story to the landlord, 


who was my friend and relative, ex 
actly as it occurred, but to tbe world 
at large the story went forth that 
th« man had committed suicide 
while eroded, and the fart that bo 
had been in an asylum was sufficient 
guarantee that I was telling the

Those irbo should know say that New 


York eats more and better oysters than 
any other city m the country. Between 
4,000 and 5,000 bushels a day, mailing 
£50 oysters to the bnshel, is the regnlar 
quantify. These ate mostly the high 
grade oystera Those that aren't qnite 
so good are shipped to the WML For a 
time this shipment will reach 30,000 
bushels per day. bnt within six weeks 
or two months the western appetite 


be satiated to sncb an extent that 
will 
it will demand only 10,000 bushels for 
its daily food. Besides this, 6,000 bar- 
rels of bivalves will go abroad every 
week, mostly to England. 


Formerly American oysters were not 


regarded with enthusiasm by English- 
men. The first shipload sent over fell 
into the bauds of the health authentic 
The bealtt) authorities sat in solemn 
conclave upon those oysters and con 
demned them to be returned to the deep 
whence they came. So they were thrown 
overboard. More shiploads came, some 
cf which got past the health authorities 
and into the hotels acd restaurants, 
achieving such an instant and general 
popularity that there WHS a strenuous 
demand for the American shellfish 
winch has endured ever since. 


To dredge the oysters, transport them, 


open them, pack them for shipment 
and distribute them gives employment 
to something like 26,000 men in and 
about New York and in proportiouate 
ratio hi most of the other cities on the 
Atlantic seaboard 
Some idea of the 


magnitude of the work can be obtained 
from the size of the fleet of scows and 
oyster sloops, loaded to the fullest ca- 
pacity. which arrives early in the morn- 
ing at all the available piers. Nearly 
mil the bivalves sent to the west from 
New York are first opened and packed. 
A good opener can pry out about 6,600 
oysters by a bard day's work, and, as 
he gets f 1 a thousand, he IB a pretty 
well paid laborer. The record for teu 
boors' shocking is 8, 500 oysters. After 
being opened the bivalves are washed 
and packed in ice. Under ordinary con 
ditions they will keep eatable for a 
week. Every day after the opening, 
however, they lose a little in flavor, 
until about the seventh day, when they 
begin to gam in flavor, quite undesir- 
ably. 


That is one reason why New York 


oystera are considered snpenorto those 
in other cities, except, perhaps, Phila 
delphia and Baltimore

All down Long Island tbo oyster 


grows in profusion under the fostering 
care of the state fish commission, part 
of whose duties it is to supervise the 
oyster beds and see that they are prop- 
erly kept up. Toe bottom of Great 
South bay la paved with the succulent 
Oak Islands and Bockaways and the 
delicate Blue Points, and on the north 
shore cf Long laiand at Hnutmgton 
Bay, 
Oyster Bjy, Cold Spring Harbor 


and Gleu Cove flourish the East river 
oysters 
Thc^e are planted 230 bushels 


to the acre, .»nd in three years they 
yield about 2,000 bushels The oysters' 
chief enemies are the starfish, who seizs 
them m a pentagonal embrace and 
slowly devour them, and the borer, a 
highly objectionable form of shellfish 
whirh bores through the oyster shell 
with its gimletliko point and destroys 
the inhabitant To ktep the oyster teds 
as free as possible of these tvio pests is 
the principal problem cf the oyster bus.1

The pilothouses, cabin doors, win- 
down, etc., of ««ch of the famous 
old nhipw have been utilized largely 
in th« coustTuctioii of iishens^'i's 
and wrt-ekers' huts on the island. 
There i,s very little left of the Niag- 
ara, as only small parts of tho ma- 
terial from her hull were used to 
build one of the smallest hut*. Mia 
Jot-opb French of Quincy, who ownfc 
Nut island, has the brass figure £ 
taken from the -.rater mark gauge 
of the Niagara's bow. The Niagara 
was taken to Nut it-land to be burn- 
ed about 15 years ago. She was one 
of the most eelebrated of onr old 
war vessel-. In her day she was the 
t-uiartest looking warship in the 
world, fciht' was built at Green- 
point, X. Y.. and was designed by 
George Steer*, tho dft-iguef of the 


Una, 
tho America and Wanderer. 


At theoonirres* of the navies oa, the 
Thames, England, in 1*59 the Niag- 
ara won the prize as the handsomest 
war vessel in the world. It was the 
Niagara which laid part of tho At- 
lantic cable. 


From the Galena several interest- 


ing relics have Ixr-en preserved. One 
tout is built almost entirely of the 
cabin doors and paneling.-, and a 
window that was in the stateroom 
which General Grant occupied now 
doessorvico in tho hut Mrs. French 
Las tho footboard to the buck in 
which General Grant slept. 


There is another hut built entire- 


ly from sections of the cabins aud 
deckhouses 
of 
the 
man-of-war 


Brooklyn, which did good service 
in the battle of Hampton Roads 
in 18C.2. The Brooklyn and the 
Galena were taken to Nut island to 
be burned about seven years ago. 
Jim Fisk's steamer Empire was also 
bunted at Nut island by the wreck- 
ers who bought hw for junk, and 
eome of her timbers are still to be 
*eeu doing duty as plank walks and 
fences about tho island.

those things which are usually fonnd 
in a town. Bat Granard is a town, as 
Hie general statutes of Kentucky (show 
that it was incorporated about Id years 
ago by Dennis Jlaliigan. James HL 
Mulligan, Louis H. Mulligan, Jama 
J. Mulligan utid Paul Conlon. The last 
named inccrporator, who was a warm 
friend of the Mulligans, died several 
years ago. James II. Malliguu is the 
well known .lodge Malligau, who has 
been a conspicuous member of tho Ken- 
tucky legislature, was cousnl general to 
Samoa under President Cleveland and 
is now an agent of the treasury depart- 
ment. He is the only child of Dennis 
Mulligan. Louis H. Mulligan, a sou of 
tie .indgo, is a youns; physician. James 
J. Mulligan ia a ynruig'T sou of the 
judge, and he is with his father iu a 
clerical place. 


Nobody ever knew the exact reason

Bailroad commissioner Ksyler and 


attorney general Monnett have com- 
pleted a circular of instructions and 
it »s being mailed out to the railroads 
in the stale of Ohio, and to those 
passing through this state in refer- 
ence to the provision of the statutes 
that requires every railroad corpora- 
tion in the state of Ohio to equip 
and furnish all of its cars on or be- 
fore the first day of January, 1898, 
used In its service in this state, with 
automatic couplers; and using such 
devices that the cars can be un- 
coupled without the necessity of men 
going between the ends of the cars. 
Tbt statute that is to go into full ef- 
fect on such date will require all such 
companies to equip not less thara 30 
per cent, of the cars in the freight 
service with air brakes; and no 
freight train shall be run over any 
part of the road lying within this 
state unless at least 25 per cent of 
the oars composing such freight train 
are so equipped, furnished and oper> 
ated with perfectly acting air brakes, 
so as to enable the engineer to con- 
trol the speed of the train without 
the use of the hand brakes.

Rush Blgley: 


The strange case of Miss Helen 


Mayo, the daughter of Converse Mayo, 
assistant postmaster of Orange, is 
attracting the attention of physicians 
all over the state, now that it bas 
been determined that a story of as- 
sault told by the young woman two 
weeks ago was untrue, and that she 
was suffering from a peculiar form of 
insanity when she told it. The med- 
ical books give the history of cases 
somewhat similar, but, so far as is 
Inown, there is no case of the kind 
quite so remarkable in all its details 
as that of Miss Mayo. Miss Mayo Is 
21 years old. Her father and mother, 
both of good New England families, 
were born near Orange. Thirty years 
ago Mr. and Mrs. Mayo removed to 
Lima, Ohio, where Helen was born 
and where Mrs. Mayo died soon after 
her daughter's birth. 
Mr. Mayo 


married a second time, and other 
children were born to him. From 
her earliest childhood Helen has 
been a student. From the time she 
first began to go to school she has 
been, in her studies, far in advance 
ot stirls of her age. When scarcely 
more than a child she decided that 
she would like to become a teacher. 
When she was old enough to begin 
the higher education she was sent 
from Lima to Orange to take 
the course of the Orange high school 
From that institution she was grad- 
uated as valedictorian ot the class 
of '95. During the four years that 
she attended the high school she 
lived with her uncle, Henry P. God 
dard, who is a prominent resident of 
Orange. Mr. Goddard is a firm be 
llever in spiritualism. Every year 
the spiritualists hold a sort ot camp 
meeting at a resort near Orange. 
One of the physicians, who bus made 
a careful study ot Miss Mayo's case, 
is of the opinion that, knowing that 
Miss Mayo must have heard much 
about mediums and trances while 
living with her uncle, he wt s Inclined 
to the belief that the girl's present 
mental condition is due, to some ex 
tent, to the impressions left upon 
her highly wrought mind. 
, 


On completing her studies at the 


Orange High School, Miss Mayo re 
turced to Lima, and in one year took 
a two years' course in the Lima 
Normal College. Her plan in taking 
this course was to fit her for Smith 
College. When she was ready to go 
to college she found that she needed 
more money than her father could 
give her, so she decided to teach for 
awhile. About that time her father 
decided to return to Orange. Learn- 
ing that a teacher was wanted for 
the school at Mllliogton, eight miles 
from Orange, Mies Mayo applied for 
the place and got it. 
Her work gave 


the highest satisfaction. 
Out of 


school hours Miss Mayo spent most of 
her time in study, hoping that next 
fall she would be able to enter Smith 
College and jatn the class that was 
admitted this fall. 
At Mllllngton 


she boarded in the faintly of Aloert 
Ballard, a well to-do mill owner. 


On Sunday morning, September 6, 


the Ballards wei.t to church, leaving 
Miss Mayo at home. 
When they re- 


turced they foucd her in the sitting 
room quietly reading a book. Next 
door to the Kallard house is the 
hi,use of 
the village blicks-mltn, 


named Garter. An hour or more 


hfe soca bsd her pinioned to tbe floor. 
Tnen he bjund her wrists and bands. 
She said the lost eooBeiiuueas then 
and could not tell what followed. 
Before be left the man miut have 
tied the strings about the wrists and 
ankles. 


The officers were Informed, and 


after listening to the girl's story 
saw flaws in il. She also claimed 
that her assailant had taken a purse 
containing §5 and other valuables. 
Mo purse nor other valuables were 
stolen. Everything went to show 
that the youog woman had not been 
attacked at all. 
Medical experts 


were called in, and pronounced her 
case most peculiar, saying that she is 
the victim of her own fancy.

It contained a pass- 
age describing a woman who had 
been taken to a dungeon and there 
bound hand and foot, the thongs 
around the bands being tied to those 
about the feet. The woman, after 
having been thus bound, was left to 
die by her assallanU. Miss Mayo, 
when found, was tied just as was the 
woman in the story she had been 
reading. Two weeks have passed 
now since the alleged assault.' The 
girl Is perfectly rational on all other 
subjects. Oa this one, however, her 
mind is in the same condition it was 
on September 6. There is no record 
ed case in which the hallucination 


has lasted so long.* This shows t 
mo»t «erlou» mental coudHiyn accord- 
ing to the experts.
